Supporters of the proposed 
constitution were hoping for 
a large turnout. 
“Our figures show that we 
should expect a voter tur­ 
nout of between 30 and 35 per 
cent,” 
said 
Rep. 
Ronald 
Earle, D-Austin, a leader in 
the 
m ove 
to 
revise 
the 
constitution. 
“ Our research d em on ­ 
strates that the larger the 


voter turnout, the greater 
the likelihood that all eight 
propositions will pass,” he 
said. 
Top state officials made 
last minute campaign stops 
in 20 cities Monday in an 
effort to convince voters to 
approve 
the 
charter. 
Lt 
Gov. 
William 
P. 
Hobby, 
Speaker Bill 
Clayton and 
Attorney General John Hill 
led support of the charter 
contending the docum ent 
would 
strea m lin e 
sta te 
government. 
Gov. Dolph Briscoe and 
Comptroller Bob Bullock op­ 
posed 
the 
charter 
as 
a 
legislative power grab that 
would push Texas toward 
higher spending and a state 


income tax. 
V oter 
in terest 
in 
the 
revision lagged during early 
stages of the cam paign, but 
picked up in the closing days 
after Briscoe announced his 
opposition to the charter. 


Late estim ates indicated 
as 
many 
as 
one 
million 
voters would vote on the 
eight separate propositions 
listed on the ballot. Mayoral 
and school board elections in 
Houston were expected to 
increase the turnout there, 
while other areas of the state 
p red icted 
only

to 
m oderate voter interest.

Mild detergent 
lifts wine stain 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — My son recently returned home 
from m ilitary service, so we had a homecoming party 
at our house. That evening someone spilled red wine on 
my white carpet. How can I remove this ugly spot? — 
DESPERATE IN VISALIA. 
DEAR DESPERATE — The National Institute of 
Rug Cleaning suggests the following for the removal of 
wine stains: Dissolve one teaspoon of a detergent for 
delicate fabrics in one half-pint lukewarm water. Use 
only a small amount at a time and blot up with clean 
white absorbent material, continue until no more stain 
is on the cloth. Next use one-third cup white vinegar in 
two-thirds cup lukewarm water, blot and continue un­ 
til all is clean. Always test first. If this does not 
remove the stain you may have already tried 
something that has made it indelible and will have to 
call a professional rug cleaner. — POLLY.

According to a nationwide 
survey of personal incomes, 
a larger proportion of Collin 
County families is to be 
found in the middle and 
upper income brackets than 
ever before. 
The earning capacity of

crease in the cost of living. 
The upward shift has been 
taking place all along the 
line. 
Many families who 
were formerly in the $8,000 
to $10,000 group have moved 
up to the $10,000 to $15,000 
level, the figures show. Their 
positions on the income 
ladder have been occupied, 
in turn, by those who had 
been earning $5,000 to $8,000. 
In Collin County, it is 
shown, no less than 70.4 
percent of the households 
had disposable cash income 
of $8,000 or more last year 
after payment of personal 


taxes. 
Elsewhere in the United 
States it was 67.7 percent 
and, in the State of Texas, 
63.4 percent.

Oklahoma State University, 
says nitrogen supplies often 
are found two feet below the 
surface, much deeper than 
the norm al "plow depth" 
tests of about eight inches. 
"M any w heat fa rm e rs 
may already have nitrogen 
in their soils, at least enough 
to elim inate a part of their 
normal application,” Ward 
said. 
He said wheat growers 
should give stubble time to 
decompose before testing for 
nitrogen. 
"D ecaying

m atter left in soils after 
harvest ties up available 
nitrogen,’ he said. ‘‘When

The birth of Daniel Boone, 
the fo reru n n er of C om ­ 
m ercial air travel the last 
bloodshed

the 
revolutionary war, and the 
election of Woodrow Wilson 
are some of the events that 
took place during this week 
in history. 
On Nov. I, 1921, Army 
Sergeant Chambers m ade a 
record leap from an airplane 
flying over Kansas City. He 
jum ped from 26,000 feet and 
proved the safety of the 
parachute. The experim ents

Sergeant Chambers m ade it 
possible for entire divisions 
to parachute over enemy 
territory during World War 
IL 
On Nov. 2, 1734, Daniel 
Boone, a great soldier and 
pioneer was bom . He loved 
the 
outdoors 
and 
soon 
becam e a skillful woodsman 
and m arksm an. When he 
was 20 years old, he served 
with the American m ilitary 
that accom panied General 
Braddock’s regulars on the 
expedition to Fort Cuquesne 
in 1755. 
Probably his most famous 
adventure was his capture 
by the Shawnee Indians with 
whom he was forced to live. 
He escaped in tim e to warn 
his friends at Boonesborough 
of an imminent attack and to 
prevent an Indian victory. 
His wilderness explorations 
opened many a trail for 
pioneer settlem ents. 
On Nov. 3, 1922, Army 
Lieutenants J A. MaCready 
and O.A. Kelly m ade a non­ 
stop record flight from San 
Diego to Indianapolis. It was 
experim ents like this carried 
out by the Army Air Service 
th at 
proved 
the 
p ra c ­ 
tica b ility of long ran g e 
airplanes and paved the way 
for com m ercial, air m ail and 
m ilitary flights of the future. 
On Nov. 4, 1782 soldiers of 
the 
C ontinental 
Arm y 
defeated a British foraging 
party in the vininity of Johns 
Island, S.C. Captain William 


W ilmot 
of

second 
M aryland Continental was 
killed 
during 
this 
engagem ent. This was said 
to be the last bloodshed of 
the war. Some three weeks 
later, the United States and 
Great Britain were to sign a 
prelim inary treaty of peace. 
W oodrow 
W ilson 
w as 
elected president on Nov. 5, 
1912. At the tim e of his 
election he had 
been 
in 
politics only two years. He 
had served as president of 
Princeton University before 
being elected Governor of 
New Jersey. 
His election as president 
was rather easy since the 
R epublicans 
w ere 
split 
between 
Teddy 
Roosevelt 
and William Howard Taft. It 
was during his second term 
that the Nation faced one of 
its greatest crises-entry into 
World War I. The United 
States Army was to face its 
first test on European soil.

On a lone reconnaissance 
mission he was fired on by a 
hostile m achine gun. The 
enemy was eliminated. He 
m oved through w ithering 
artillery fire to rally units 
w hose le a d e rs had been 
killed. 
A lthough 
badly 
wounded he continued to 
direct fire from 
his ad­ 
vanced position and fought 
on until he was captured. His 
courage inspired the Army 
units to hold off the enemy 
attack. 
On Nov. 7, 1811, Shawnee 
Indians 
attacked 
General 
William Henry 
H arrison’s 
Arm y 
at 
T ippecanoe. 
General H arrison’s militia 
defeated the Indians and the 
victory inspired the slogan 
for General Harrison and 
John Tyler in their cam ­ 
paign for the presidency and 
vice 
presid en cy , 
‘‘T ip ­ 
pecanoe and Tyler, too.” 
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
